5. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Recitation "such that a predetermined rotational stiffness for supporting said payload is 
achieved" is an end result. What structure or steps achieve this result? 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
603801 3 as cited by applicant in view of Cox et al. 

6038013 discloses controlling motors 7a-7d , actuating a payload , the payload ad 
having a center of gravity, see col 6 lines 60-col 7 lines 23 and fig 1 , control 
arrangement comprising controller for receiving height signals from sensors 10z1-10z3 , 
sensing heights of payload and for calculating control signals for motors from said 
height signals , col 11 line 62-col 12 line 14, co 113 , liens 30-37 and fig 5 , wherein 
controller is arranged to calculate from these height signals at least one angle of 
rotation of center of gravity about a horizontal axis , co 113 lines 38-45, and calculate 
form this at least one angle of rotation said control signals for motors such that 
predetermined rotational stiffness for supporting payload is achieved, see col 14 liens 
19-29 and col 14 lines 36-41 . 6038013 lack disclosing Lorenz motors. Cox et al 
discloses Lorenz motors, see col 8 lines 45-65. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to combine the control of 603801 3 with Lorenz motors of Cox et 
al for improved control.
